There  is  a  St 
saving  in  fuel  w  here  the  Ga 
gine  is  used;  only  one  and  one- 
half  pounds  "f  coal  per  horse 
pow  er  per  hour  being  used  where- 
as a  Steam  Engine  requires  from 
twelve  to  fourteen  pounds  pet- 
horse  power  per  hour.  Then! 
there  is  a  decided  decrease  in  the 

amount  of  labor  required  to  oper- 
ate a  gas  plant.  The  sizes  of  the 
plains  using  gas  power  at  the 
present  time  vary  from  fifty  to 
six  thousand  horse  power. 

The  brick  industry  is  realizing 
that  it  is  cheaper  to  use  gas  as  a 
fuel  than  to  use  coal  and  many 
plants  are  being  changed.  A  bet- 
ter grade  of  brick  i<  produced 
and  the  operating  expenses  are 
greatly  reduced. 

Almost  any  grade  of  coal  can 
ho  used  in  the  producers  and  they 
will  also  use  wood  or  sawdust. 
Every  vear  millions  of  cords  of 
wood  are  burned  as  refuse  at  the 
saw  mills  throughout    the  eoun-
